COMING EXHIBITIONS 


HEN the wars are over it is 
to the “old vine of art” that 
we will turn again for the 


renewal of happiness, and if the old vine 
is not kept watered during these stern 
days, our return from the wars may find 
it a dry and all but withered stem. The 
first activity with which the Art Institute 
hails the Art workers for the coming 
season is the annual exhibition of Applied 
Arts which opens October 9: 
Coincident with the Applied Arts ex- 
hibition will be held those of the Chicago 
Ceramic Art Association and of the So- 
ciety of Men Who Paint the Far West. 
The thirtieth annual exhibition of 
American Oil Paintings and Sculpture 


will be held from November 8 to Jan- 
uary 2 in the galleries of the East Wing. 
Opening November 8 and continuing 
through December 2, the Atlan Ceramic 
Art Club will hold its twenty-fifth 
annual exhibition of china painting. 
From November 15 to December 8 there 
will be shown two exhibitions of great 
importance, the Freer and the Kelekian 
exhibitions, of paintings and of objects 
of Chinese Art. A detailed notice of 
these appears elsewhere in this issue. 
After the first of the year the Art 
Institute Alumni Association will hold 
an exhibition. In view of the fact that 
many of those who look back to the In- 
stitute as the scene and instrument of 
their training have made high achieve- 
ment in the world of art, an exhibition 
of distinction is assured. Moreover, it is 
expected that the home-coming period 
planned during the exhibition will give 
old friends an opportunity to meet and 
will give the Institute an opportunity to 
extend its hospitality once more to many 
whose work has taken them to far places. 


TWO EXHIBITIONS 
CHINESE ART 

HE Art Institute has great pleas- 
+ ure in announcing two exhibi- 

tions of extraordinary impor- 
tance. Through the kindness of Mr. 
Charles L. Freer of Detroit there will be 
shown in galleries 26, 27, and 28 and the 
adjoining corridor from November 15 
to and including December 8, a selection 
of ancient Chinese paintings together 
with a few sculptures and jade objects 
from his world-renonwned collection 
which has been given by him to the 
Nation and for the permanent housing 
of which a building is now being built

in Washington, D. C. Although the 
exhibition will include but a small part 
of the treasures gathered by Mr. Freer, 
it will nevertheless be the largest show- 
ing of works of the eminent Chinese 
painters of the T’ang (A. D. 618-906) 
and Sung (A. D. 960-1280) dynasties 
that has ever been made at any time or 
place. Most of the great masters will 
be represented either by original paint- 
ings or in some instances by ancient 
copies, and among the pictures shown 
will be some of the finest works by them 
that are known to be in existence. The 
exhibition will afford a rare opportunity 
to become acquanited with Far Eastern 
art at its highest stage of development 
and to view works by artists whose in- 
fluence was so profound and far-reach- 
ing as to have been an inspiration to 
their successors throughout China and 
Japan during all the centuries since their 
time. The people ot Chicago are for- 
tunate that the first exhibition of pictures 
of such beauty and commanding impor- 
tance in the history of art should be 
made here. 

The sculptures and jade objects to be 
exhibited, though few in number, will 
afford a glimpse of the high develop- 
ment of glyphic art in China at a period 
still earlier than that in which the pic- 
tures were painted. 

The other exhibition will be a fitting 
supplement to this. Mr. Dikran G. 
Kelekian has kindly consented to show 
at the same time his remarkable collec- 
tion of ancient Chinese pottery. This 
collection, which is reputed one of the 
finest that has ever been brought togeth- 
er, includes many pieces of surpassing 
beauty. It will be installed in gallery 
25. F. W. G.

SUMMER EXHIBITIONS 


URING the past six months the 
1) calendar of exhibitions has been 

well filled. Mr. Walter S. 
Brewster’s collection of Whistleriana ex- 
tended from April 28 to June 3. A com- 
prehensive showing of works by the 
Spanish painter, Ignacio Zuloaga, was 
held in May. From May 4 to June 10 
there were on view three exhibitions: 
the annual exhibition of American water 
colors, pastels, and miniatures, at which 
the William H. Tuthill Prize of one 
hundred dollars was awarded to Charles 
P. Gruppe for his painting “March day; 
Chicago”; an exhibition of paintings by 
DeWitt Parshall; the annual exhibition 
of works by the Art Students’ League 
of Chicago. 
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A small exhibition to stimulate inter- 
est in the Dunes Pageant was held from 
May 17 to June 7. War posters owned 
by Dr. J. H. Walker and Mr. W. H. 
Harper were shown in the latter part 
of the month of May. During the 
month of June the Institute presented 
an exhibition of Army enlistment posters, 
executed by art students of Chicago. A 
display of posters tor National Service 
was hung in the Print Room dur- 
ing July. From June 15 to July 6 there 
was offered the regular annual exhibition 
of work by the students. An exhibition 
of pastel drawings by John McLure 
Hamilton was placed on view July 6 in 
Gallery 256. A collection of Raemaekers’ 
cartoons occupied Gallery 257 during 
September. A City Desirable Survey by 
the Civic Industrial Clubs of the Chicago 
High School was held under the auspices 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce. 

An exhibition, forming part of the 
collection of models of vessels in the 
United States Navy, was loaned from 
the National Museum by the Govern- 
ment. This exhibition was installed on 
the first floor of the New Wing where 
it remained during parts of July and 
August. It included, together with 
models of our latest ships, one of the old 
Constitution and one of the old “three

An exhibition of thirty-one English 
paintings of the XVII to XIX centuries 
selected from the collection of the late 
Mr. R. Hall McCormick has occupied 
Gallery 258 since September 18. Mrs. 
W. W. Kimball loaned her noteworthy 
collection which was hung in Gallery 
27. Mr. Edward B. Butler’s collection 
of paintings occupied a gallery in the 
East Wing. Another friend of the Art 
Institute kindly loaned six distinguished 
paintings, new to our galleries, which 
have graced the south wall of Gallery 
253 for several weeks. These included 
a remarkable Wyant, and a Diaz of un- 
usual excellence. 

Other collectors, whose generosity 
enabled the public to enjoy their collec- 


‘tions during the summer period, are: 


Mr. and Mrs. Cyrus Hall McCormick, 
Mr. Paul Schulze, Mr. William T. 
Fenton, Mr. Charles L. Hutchinson, 
and Mr. Martin A. Ryerson. The 
galleries were further enriched by the 
presence of six pastels by Whistler, a 
portrait by Raeburn, and a landscape by 
Daubigny, these being from the collec- 
tion of Mr. Marshall Field.

HE summer exhibition of prints

Seymour Haden is represented by forty- 
eight impressions, and the thirty-four 
Cameron etchings owned by the Misses 
Buckingham are shown here for the first 
time. In Gallery 45 a miscellaneous 
group of prints from the Art Institute’s 
collection is exhibited: about forty-five 
Zorns from the DeWolf collection, 
seven Brangwyn etchings, American 
etchings presented by the Chicago Soc- 
ciety of Etchers and the Young Fort- 
nightly, four color linoleum cuts by 
Kubinyi, lithographs by the Swedish 
artist, Birger Sandzén, and by Auguste 
Raffet, Fantin-Latour, and other 19th 
century artists. A notice of later print 
exhibitions will be given in November.

large quota of students who have 
enlisted for service, the Art Institute has 
the honor of announcing that one of its 
Trustees is now an officer in the United 
States forces. Mr. Abram Poole holds 
an appointment as captain in the army. 
Mr. Poole is now at Camp Grant. 


MaArSHALL JOFFRE AT THE MusEUM 
—An occasion which will be memorable 
in the history of the Art Institute is the 
visit paid ‘by the distinguished French 
Mission headed by Marshall Joffre and 
former Prime Minister Viviani. These 
gentlemen had paid the Art Institute the 
high compliment of requesting the 
opportunity for the visit, a request with 
which the Department of State gladly 
complied. Viviani was at one time Min- 
ister of Public Instruction on Fine Arts 
for France and his interest in this field 
was manifested by many of his utter- 
ances during the visit. Pausing before 
“Portrait of a Girl” by Rembrandt, he 
said with a smile “Rembrandt was the 
Joffre of painters!” 

Mr. Hutchinson, as President of the 
Art Institute, in receiving the guests 
addressed them briefly, as follows: 

“On behalf of the Trustees and Mem- 
bers of The Art Institute, the Artists, 
Musicians, and Writers of Chicago 
whose representatives are gathered here 
to greet you, it is my privilege and my 
pleasure to bid you welcome to this, the 
home of the Fine Arts in our City. We, 
who labor here, have been inspired by 
the noble example set by your glorious 
nation. In the world of Art, as in the 
cause of Liberty, Equality, and Fra- 
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ternity, France leads and inspires the 
nations of the world. Vive la France!” 
M. Viviani acknowledged the hospi- 
tality of the Art Institute in a graceful 
speech in French. He expressed sur- 
prise at the extent of the Museum’s 
treasures and interest in the atmosphere 
of culture existing in a city of such com- 
mercial prominence as Chicago. In 
behalf of the Government of France he 
declared his intention of presenting to 
the Art Institute a fitting souvenir of the 
occasion in the form of a Sévres vase. 


OF THE BELGIAN Mission— 
On July 2 the Belgian Mission reached 
Chicago, and the Art Institute placed 
the Museum building at the disposal of 
the local entertainment committee. 
Baron Moncheur, Alderman Robert H. 
McCormick, and Mr. Clarence Darrow 
spoke briefly.

EXTENSION DEPARTMENT—The Art 
Institute Extension is about to enter 
upon its second year. Established No- 
vember, 1916, it served fifteen cities dur- 
ing its first rather brief season. So far, 
for the coming year, the following cities 
have been enrolled: 

In Illinois—Rockford, Danville, De- 
catur, Freeport, Peoria; in lowa—Grin- 
nell, Dubuque, Fort Dodge, Webster 
City ; in Indiana—Notre Dame Univers- 
ity, Notre Dame College, Evansville, 
Columbus, Anderson, Logansport, La- 
fayette, Michigan City; in Michigan— 
Ann Arbor, Lansing, Albion, Flint, 
Grand Rapids, Muskegon, Battle Creek. 

Arrangements are now being made 
with a number of other cities. 

The Extension work is a céoperative 
service which the artists of the United 
States and the Art Institute of Chicago 
are carrying on together, the latter in- 
stitution taking the initative in arrang- 
ing the work and the artists loaning their 
paintings, sculpture and other objects for 
exhibition purposes.

ReIssuE OF CATALOGUE—The Gen- 
eral Catalogue of the Museum collec- 
tions has now been reissued, with such 
revisions and rearrangements as will add 
to its immediate usefulness and con- 
venience. It is planned to carry on the 
preparation of a comprehensive and 
authoritative catalogue which it is hoped 
may be published when the present 
edition is exhausted. 


SunpAy Eventnc Concerts—The 
fifth season of opera evenings will begin 
November 4. The concerts will again 
be under the direction of Miss Henriette 
Weber. Miss Weber will have the 
valued assistance of Messrs. Itte, Hecker, 
and Klammsteiner of the Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Each Sunday evening 
a different opera will be described, and 
able singers will participate. The first 
concert will be devoted to II Trovatore, 
and the second, to Le Ranz des Vaches, 
one of the successes of the opera season 
two years ago. A feature of this—an 
engrossing story of the French Revolu- 
tion—is the singing of the Marseillaise. 


PAIR OF SEVRES VASES 
GIFT OF MR, MILTON L. STRAUSS 


Pair oF Sevres VAsEs—An accession 
of importance to the collections is the 
gift by Mr. Milton L. Strauss of a pair 
of Sévres vases of the 1757 period. 
These vases were made for the Duc de 
Richelieu, (1696-1788), a French Mar- 
shal, the grand-nephew of Cardinal 
Richelieu. The Richelieu coat-of-arms, 
in the thickly applied gold burnished “au 
clou,” forms the only decoration on the 
celebrated “blue de Sévres” or king’s 
blue ground. Edouard Garnier states 
that the most brilliant period of Sévres, 
from 1748 to 1760, produced these ex- 
ceptionally fine works. Never since then 
has the “blue de Sévres” attained such 
splendor, purity, and depth, nor the gild- 
ing such brilliancy. These “presentation 
pieces” are twenty-six inches high. Ela- 
borate ormula mounts about bases and 
spouts treminate in griffin-like figures 
forming the handles.

Lecrurers FoR Octosper—The Art 
Institute has been fortunate in its lecture 
course for the season. The aim has been 
to provide in the Jectures a broad back- 
ground against which the work carried 
on in the School and the Museum may 
be seen, in order that the significance of 
the art of today and of the art of the 
past in relation to the life and culture 
of today, may be grasped. The follow- 
ing speakers will appear on the October 
program: 

Mr. Dudley Crafts Watson, Director 
of the Milwaukee Art Institute, will 
speak on “Some new American painters.” 
Mr. Watson’s popularity among Chi- 
cagoans is due to keen perception and to 
his vivid statement of what the artist is 
working for as well as to his own stimu- 
lating personality. 

I. B. Stoughton Holburn speaks on a 
timely theme. In setting forth “The 
spirit of classical and medieval art” he 
gives his hearers material for thought as 
to the ways in which modern art ex- 
presses our own day. 

Nicholas Vachel Lindsay, best known 
today as a poet, was at one time a student 
in the Art Institute. In his book “The 
art of the moving picture,” he has made a 
brilliant definition of the motion picture 
as a new, genuine, art form. Incidentally 
in this work, he has shown the possibili- 
ties of art museums in general as instru- 
ments of inspiration and usefulness, and 
has made this point with particular inter- 
est to Chicagoans since many of his illus- 
trative allusions are made to the collec- 
tions of the Art Institute. 
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Mr. Lorado Taft is so well known to 
Chicagoans that comment on his valued 
contribution to the program is unneces- 
sary. 

In November, during the exhibitions 
of the Freer and Kelekian collections of 
Chinese art, Mr. S. Ma will lecture 
upon these exhibits and related subjects. 
After the beginning of the year, Joseph 
Pennell, Professor Walter Sargent, Ros- 
siter Howard, Charles T. Carruth, Dr. 
James H. Breasted, and Dr. R. Meyer- 
Riefstahl, will be included among the 
speakers. 


THe DEPARTMENT OF MusEUM 
InsTRUCTION—The regular weekly 
classes resumed their meetings on Oc- 
tober 1 with every indication of a pros- 
perous year. What was formerly the 
Egyptian room has been fitted up as class 
room and office, so that now the Depart- 
ment is most favorably located in a large, 
light, and airy room. One corner will 
probably be devoted to the use of juvenile 
visitors. 

There will be a class in Oriental Art 
for new students on Friday afternoons 
at two-thirty, and a fortnightly class for 
beginners on Saturday afternoon at four- 
thirty. 

During the summer docent service was 
voluntarily conducted by several of. the 
students of the Department for soldiers 
and sailors, and was in most instances 
welcomed by the men. Their Sunday 
afternoon was made more profitable and 
often less lonely by the friendly guidance 
through the galleries. 

Mrs. Hall spent six weeks of the 
summer taking courses in Advanced 
Painting and Household Design at 
Columbia University, emphasizing par-

THE LIBRARY 

MONG the accessions of the past 

A five months is “Ajanta frescoes,” 
a book of unusual interest. It is 
published by the India Society and con- 
tains fifty-seven reproductions, seventeen 
in color, of frescoes in the caves at Ajanta 
in northern India. These frescoes were 
painted from the fifth to the seventh 
century and the copies, reproduced in this 
work, were made in the years 1909-1911, 
by Lady Herringham and her assistants. 
These paintings illustrate events in the 
life of Buddha, and the most beautiful 
are taken from the Jataka stories, or 
legends of the earthly life of his various 
incarnations. They also illustrate the 
court life and popular life of the times. 
The publication of reproductions of 
selected engravings in the Bibliothéque 
Nationale made under the direction of 
Henri Bouchot contains two hundred and 
fifty examples. The selection has been 
made from three groups: portraits, ex- 
amples of the French school, and master- 


pieces of the Dutch, German, and Italian 
schools. 

Another accession is an authorative 
work on Masaccio by August Schmarsow 
consisting of five parts of text and five 
of plates. 

“Wild flowers of New England” by 
E. H. Lincoln in eight volumes, is a 
series of four hundred plates which, 
though photographed in New England, 
apply also to this region. The careful 
selection showing the decorative beauty 
of flowers makes it a valuable book for 
design, 

Among the gifts for the summer was 
an addition of fourteen books by Mr. J. 
C. Cebrian of San Francisco to the col- 
lection of Spanish art books, containing a 
very useful work on the figures and com- 
positions of Goya. Dr. Gunsaulus 
presented ten of the Burlington fine arts 
club catalogues. Other gifts were 
received from Frederick Richardson, 
John Revell, Paui M. Chamberlain, 
Joseph G. Butler, Jr., Desmond Fitz- 
gerald, Mrs. C. L. Allen, The Metro- 
politan Museum, and the Schoo! of 
American Archaeology.

The Art Institute of Chicago was incorpo- 
rated May 24, 1879, for the “founding and 
maintenance of schools of art and design, the 
formation and exhibition of collections of ob- 
jects of art, and the cultivation and extension 
of the arts of design by any appropriate 
means.” The museum building upon the Lake 
Front, first occupied in 1893, has never been 
closed for a day. It is open to the public 
every week day from 9 to 6; Sundays from 
12:15 to ro p. m. Admission is free at all 
times, to members and their families and to 
public school teachers and pupils, and to all 
upon Wednesdays, Saturdays, Sundays and 
legal holidays. Upon other days the entrance 
fre is twenty-five cents. 


All friends of art are invited to become 
members. Annual Members pay a fee of ten 
dollars a year. Life Members pay one hun- 
dred dollars and are thenceforth exempt from 
dues. Governing Members pay one hundred 
dollars upon election and twenty-five dollars 
a year hereafter. Upon the payment of four 
hundred dollars Governing Members become 
Governing Life Members and are thenceforth 
exempt from dues. All receipts from life 
memberships are invested, and the income 
only is expended. Benefactors are persons 
who have contributed $25,000 or more. 


All members are entitled, with their fam- 
ilies and non-resident visiting friends, to the 
use of the Ryerson Library upon art, and 
admission to all exhibitions, receptions, public 
lectures, and entertainments given by the Art 
Institute, with the exception of the Sunday 
concerts, to which a small fee is charged. 


The School includes departments of 
Drawing, Painting, Sculpture, Illustration, 
Decorative Designing, Normal Instruction 
and Architecture. 


Information and circulars of instruction 
may be obtained of the School Registrar.
